vant to him in his husbandry, didthen loofe a purfe with 7 s. in 
it, for which he fufpected one in the Family. He faith that on a 
Friday being inthe barne , making hay-bottles for his horfes a- 
bout noon, {wearing, curfing, raging, and wifhing to himfelfe 
that fome wife body (or Wizzard) would helpe him to his purfe 
and moneyagain : there appeared unto him a Spirit, blackeand 
fhaggy, and having pawes like a Beare, but in bulk not fully fo 
big asa Coney.
